Average temperatures and normal precipitation throughout Illinois allowed 
producers to continue spraying fields for aphids or Japanese beetles and 
harvesting oats.   A few strong wind storms were seen in the northern part of 
the state earlier in the week.  There were 5.7 days suitable for fieldwork.  
The average temperature this past week was 0.3 degrees below normal.  Topsoil 
moisture was rated 1 percent very short, 8 percent short, 85 percent 
adequate, and 6 percent surplus.  The average weekly precipitation was 0.01 
inch above normal.
